Another, With the 
Big Event on 


Thursday. 


London, June 19.—Coronation week 
was ushered in today by the announce­ 
m ent of the list of honors to he con­ 
ferred upon celebrities at home and 
abroad. 
The 
distribution to imperial and 
royal visitors includes as many as four 
blue ribbons. 
Visitors Dont the country are pour­ 
ing into the city and are abroad in 
great num bers. S trangers, it now ap­ 
pears, will com prise the usual crowds 
in the streets and in tile stands when 
the king passes by to his coronation. 
The coronation festivities were fully 
inaugurated 
with the return of the 
king and queen to Buckingham pal­ 
ace from Windsor, and the functions 
connected with the central event of 
next Thursday will crowd one upon 
another until July I, when tile court 
will again leave London. 


60,000 Troops Under Arms. 


C entral London will virtually he un­ 
der seige for two days this week, with 
60,(11)0 troops under arms, and the po 
lice 
heavily reinforced in num bers 
and aided by score* of physical de­ 
le uses for im peding the movement of 
tl*e coronation crowds. 
In consequence of the stringent reg­ 
ulations seat holders within and with­ 
out W estm inster Abbey will la* in the 
streets as early as 7 o'clock for a most 
exhausting day's operationa. and the 
crow ds of sightseers are likely to he 
much sm aller than at the last corona 
Hon. 
T he abbey has l**en hung with val­ 
uable tapestries arui carpete I with tile 
richest carp ets and rugs that ex st In 
the c ity.

On either side of the dais in floor 
levels are two tents, where the k.ng 
and queen can retire and change their 
robes and can obtaiu needed ref re;* ti- 
incuts during the three-hour cerem ony. 
T here Is a very good likelihood that 
they will need this retreshnient. as the 
nervous strain upon their m ajesties 


w ill lie very great. 
R ehearsals for th e abbey cerem ony 
have been in progress during the past 
week and are reported to have been 
conducted by efficient stage m anagers.

RDW TO BUILD A 
SAND-CLAY ROAO 


Proper Drainage Must Be First 


Consideration. 


SIDE 
DITCHES ARE GOOD. 


Before tbs Combination of Sand and 


Clay Has Become Thoroughly Dry It 


Should Be Dragged Every Morning 


to Smoofh Out the Rute— Care Should 


Be Taken to Keep Ditches Clean. 


When a sand clay road is built upon 
a clay subgrade proper drainage is 
one c»f the most essential things, for 
unless the subgrade of the road Is dry 
aud firm Gin surfacing of saud-ciay la 
sure to break through, says Professor 
.NI. (I. Homes of the University of 
South Carolina. Ordinarily side ditches, 
which must be large enough to carry 
off all of the water falling on the road, 
xviii be sufficient. 
These side ditches should be wide 
and shallow rather than narrow and 
dee*p, as thus they will not be hard 
to keep open gor dangerous to travel. 
They should Ie* from four to five feet 
wide and from one to one and a half 
feet deep, sloping three to one on the 
side next to the road ami down to on* 
on the outer side. aud they should have 
outlets as frequently as possible to 
carry the water entirely aw’ay from 
the road. 
When the subgrade is wet 
or damp most of the time or la through 
swampy lf*ml tile subdrains should be 
laid In order to keep the foundation of 
Go* mad dry and firm. 
It must ba 
borne in mind that greater care must 
Im* exercised to keep the clay subgrade 
dry ami in th*? majority of cases of a 
subgrade In sandy soil. 
The roadbed should be graded true 
to the line* nm! grades established by 
the engineer. 
All spongy material, 
vegetable 
matter, 
trees, 
roots 
and 
stumps should be carefully removed 
from tin* r«»a*il****l nm! tile space thus 
tilled Iii with sound material, and the 
surface of the roadbed should be dry 
and the sand and clay should be plow- 
is! and harrowed with a disk harrow 
to a depth of four inch*** until the 
clay Is completely pulverized, and the 
’lay subgrade should be comparatively 
dry or it xviii not pulverize. 
After thta 
has been done the roadbed should bx* 
leveled ut*, aud it will then be ready 
for the sand 
The subgrade Is now covered with 
six t*» eight Inches of clean, sharp aud 
sound sand

for the protection of trees, fruits, crops 
aud pasturage against the ravages of 
Insects, rodents, weeds and plant dis­ 
ease*. This protection may be invoked 
w henever the ow ners of a m ajority of 
the acreage of a given district not ex ­ 
ceeding thirty-six square miles file a 
|ietitloo In due form asking th a t a pest 
Inspection district be established. This 
Is directed to the board of county com ­ 
missioners and 
not only 
gives the 
uaines and description of the lands of 
the Interested peUtiouers, but defines 
the area to be set off as an Inspection 
district and states the nature of tb s 
pest through which loss la threatened. 
The provisions of the new law are car­ 
ried out under the su[iervlslou of the 
state entomologist and county lnspec 
tors, which are appointed by the coun 
ty cotumlsslooers upon iietition signed 
by twenty-five persona 
The county In 
specters ure in turn assisted by the dis­ 
trict inspector* who are nam ed In the 
original petition. 
T he state entomologist la required to 
m ake Inspections tw ice a year of all 
sections where be bus reason to be­ 
lieve [lest* exist or when asked to do 
so by the district Inspector*. 
He may 
direct exterm ination work to be done, 
aud in case it is not the inspector may 
take It in charge. 
Violations of the 
provisions of the act or failure to car­

SWEET CLOVER AS A SOIL RENO­ 
VATOR. 
Some Interesting exiiertm eute have 
recently beeu made In the use of ew eet 
clover ae a aoli renovator 
Iii m d llll- 
oois experiment It was found that In 
an acre of thrifty sw eet clover. Includ­ 
ing leave*, eterne and roots, there w ere 
228 pounds of nitrogen, which Is about 
tw ice the amount contained In an acre 
of alfalfa or red dover. 
It was also 
found that an acre of this wild leg­ 
ume contained 6.4 tons of dry matter, 
furnishing aa much humus aa would 
be contained In twenty-five loads of 
average barnyard manure. To grow it 
satisfactorily a piece of land should be 
well drained, be limed lf sour and pos­ 
sibly Inoculated with soil from a patch 
where sw eet clover has grown. In any 
case It Is worth trying, aa it aaams to 
grow most thriftily In the most forbid­ 
ding and unpromising places. 


There ie good reason to believe that 
the codling worm injury to apples this 
year in those sections where the crop 
w as wiped out by frost last year wilt 
be greatly reduced ow ing to th# fact 
that there were m ighty few apples left 
on which the eggs could be laid and in 
which the worms could And a harbor. 
It la another Illustration of the old saw 
"It’s an IU wind that blows no good.”
